The accident happened upon what is 


known as the Bay Ridge division of 
the Manhattan railway, about half 
a mile from tlie town of Parkville, 
which is the Junction of the roads run- 
ning to Coney Island, Manhattan 
Beach and Sheepshead May. The Bay 
Eidge division, after leaving Parkvllle, 
passes under a viaduct of the Coney 
Island boulevard. 


The ill-fated train reached this point 


at about fl o'clock. Crowded aboard 
were men, women and • children who 
had been spending the day witnessing 
the Suburban races. The train con- 
sisted of six coaches. The front and 
rear cars were closed. 
The others 


were open. Every seat was taken and 
men stood in the aisles of the closed 
cars and shoulder to shoulder upon tho 
platforms running along the sides of 
the open cars. It was a good-natured 
crowd. The train was going at full 
speed when it suddenly hud a jolt and 
Jerk and the expressions of pleasure 
were Instantly turned to fear and dis- 
may. The engine and first two cars 
ran along upon the track, dragging be- 
hind them the other cars of the train 
bumping and reeling along up to the 
very mouth of the tunnel. 


Then tho engine and the two cars 


that remained on the track broke 
loose from the others, and were carried 
by their own speed clear through the 
tnnnel and twenty-flve feet beyond. 
The other part of the train pulled tke 
aecond half way through the tunnel. 
People jumped from the train and fell 
upon the embankment to be bruised 
and cut by the cars. Others were car- 
ried along upon the train, their bodies 


A SHABP REBUKE 


Administered to Brltl.h Counsel Bstore 
the Behrina Set Tribunal. 


PABIS, June SI.—Upon the resump- 


tion of the sitting of the Behrlng sea 
tribunal yesterday, Sir Richard Web- 
ster, of counsel for Great Britain, con- 
tinued his argument in support of the 
British cose. The proceedings were 
temporarily enlivened by the interven- 
tion of Baron De Courscy, president of 
the tribunal, who took exception to a 
statement made by Sir Richard, and 
who took the opportunity to instruct 
Sir Klehard that the tribunal knew its 
duties and powers, and could not al- 
low him to make statements leading 
to the Inference that Great Britain 
would not abide by the decision of the 
tribunal. 


In the course of his remarks Sir 


Richard maintained that both Great 
Britain and the United States were un- 
der moral obligations to sanction by 
legislation whatever recommendations 
ai to th« seal fisheries the tribunal 
might adopt, but, he added, this obliga- 
tion wan not legally binding. When 
Sir Richard had made this statement 
Baron DeCoursey interrupted him be- 
fore he could proceed further, and in a 
sharp tone said to him: "I cannot allow 
you to say that before us. We are con- 
ducting a serious business. Neither 
country a party to this arbitration can 
break its word and reject the award 
made by this tribunal." 


Sir Richard was a little taken back 


by the sharpness of the president's 
tone, and hastened to explain that a 
moral obligation was as binding as a 
legal one. In concluding his address, 
Sir Richard said it must be left to each 
party to the arbitration to take meas- 
ures to enforce the resolutions enacted 
by the tribunal. 


Hon. 
C. H. Tnpper, Canadian minis- 


ter of marine and British agent, fol- 
lowed Sir Richard. He read a state- 
ment of the facts regarding the seizure 
by the United States of sealing vessels 
on which both Great Britain and the 
United States agreed it was needless 
for the arbitrators to render any deci- 
sion.

WORLD'S PAIB GROUNDS, CHICAGO, 


June 81.—The thirtieth anniversary of 
West Virginia's elevation to the dignity 
of statehood was celebrated yesterday 
by the dedication of 
the building 


erected by that state in the American, 
family circle. Qov. McCorkle was un- 
able to be present to receive the keys 
of tho building from President Chan- 
cellor of the commission, but his place 
was ably filled by Gen. J. W. St. Clair, 
of the national commission, who made 
a brilliant address. 


NEW BEDFOBD, Mass., June 81.—It 


was 13:05 when Mr. Knowlton closed 
one of the most powerful speeches ever 
delivered before a Jury holding in their 
hands the fate of a prisoner, with an 
eloquent appeal to the jury to decide 
as their conscience should direct. The 
court then took a recess until 1:45. 


At 1:45 the court resumed its session, 


and the defendant was given an op- 
portunity to spook. She simply said: "I 
am innocent, but I will leave my case 
in your hands and with my counsel." 


Judge Dewey then charged the jury. 


He told them to disregard the previous 
hearings,' and defined the different de- 
grees of murder. He stated the presump- 
tion of innocence, which was increased 
by the defendant's character. There 
must be a real and operative motive. 
Every fact proved must be reasonably 
consistent with guilt. 
The govern- 


ment did not have to show that any- 
body else had the opportunity to com- 
mit the crime, but must prove defend- 
ant committed it. The jury must rea- 
son as to the effect of defendant's con- 
duct and statements. They were not 
to conclude by expert testimony, but 
were to apply to it a reasonable judg- 
ment. They might convict if satisfied 
that it was done by another party, but 
that defendant was present aiding and 
abetting. The fact that defendant did 
not testify ought not to Influence them 
against her. 


The justice concluded hia charge to 


the jury at I): IB. 


The jury filed into their scats a* 


4:30 and were polled. Miss Bordcn was 
asked to stand up, and the foreman 
was asked to return the yurdict, upon 
which he announced: "Not guilty." 
After the vordict had been received thu 
district attorney moved that the other 
cases against Miss Donlen be nollo 
prosscd, and the orrtor of tho court wa? 
to that effect. 


Chief-Justice Maeon then gracefully 


thanked the jurors in appreciation oi 
their work and faithful service, and 
reminded them that the precautions 
taken with them which may have 
seemed irksome at the time were solely 
in the interest of justice, a fact which 
they undoubtedly realized now. 


The jury was then dismissed and 


court was adjourned until Monday 
next. When the regular criminal ses- 
sion will be opened.

Upon the Town and Itt Protectors, 


Charged by Military and Police— 


Desperate Fighting, In Which 


the Rioters Are Routed. 


BBRUN, June W.—The rioting tfckt 


broke out at Broslau on Saturday night 
has been renewed. The anarchists And 
their friends and sympathizers who es- 
caped injury or arrest determined to 
wreak vengeance for the attack then 
made upon them by the police and sol- 
diers. Last night a large mob, made 
up of the very worst elements of the 
town, started out from the low beer 
gardens frequented by anarchists and 
loafers, and proceeded to attempt to 
loot some of the shops in that part at 
the city. The proprietors were In sev- 
eral instances warned of the coming ot 
the crowd, and succeeded in barricad- 
ing their places of business. 


The rioters paid particular attention 


to a butcher shop situated on a corner 
of the Mathias strasse, the eeene of 
the rioting Saturday night, and mode a 
desperate attempt to open It. The sol- 
diers had been notified, and they ar- 
rived just in time to prevent the mob 
from carrying out their designs. A 
desperate fight followed, the mob pay- 
Ing not the slightest attention to the 
orders of tho police and soldiers to dis- 
perse. 
The rioters used any weapon that 


came handy, and finally orders were 
given for the police and soldiers to 
charge them. Wielding their sabres 
right and left, the guardians of the 
peace rushed into the crowd, which 
was broken up for a short time. Then 
the rioters gathered again and again 
the police and soldiers charged upon 
them. This was repeated several times, 
but finally the mob was driven off the 
streets. Many of the rioters were 
more or less seriously wounded, and 
some of the policemen and soldiers 
were also Injured by stones or clubs. 
Stringent measures have been taken to 
prevc'ht a repetition of the rioting.

L.ONDON, June 31.—The Daily News 


says that the discovery has been made 
that telegrams have been sent to the 
sultan of Turkey imploring that clem- 
ency be shown to the seven Armenians 
who were a few days ago sentenced at 
Angora, to suffer the death penalty for 
their part In the seditious rioting at 
Cesarca. Tho paper states that thd* 
testimony of witnesses is alleged to 
have been purchased by the govern- 
ment officials conducting the trials of 
the accused men. 
There Is much indignation among 


the foreign residents of Constantinople 
at the apathy of the American legation 
in the matter and the refusal of Great 
Britain to send a consular officer to at- 
tend the trials at Angora. It is be- 
lieved that the condemned men will bo 
shot or poisoned, unless the powers in- 
tervene and send officials from their 
embassies to condxict them to Constan- 
tinople.

Compulsory Edaoation Law. 


The lull text ol the compulsory edn. 
ation bill as finally passed is aa folio we: 
SECTION 1. Every person having con 
rol ot uuy ohild between the agea of 7 
o 14 years shall annually cause such 
hild to attend for at least sixteen, weeks 
welve weeks ot such attendance shall 
>e consecutive some public or private 
lay school; provided, that this act Bhall 
not apply in any case wheVe tbe child 
ins been or is being otherwise instructed 
or a like period ot time in the elemen- 
ary branches ot education, or whose 
physical or mental condition renders bis 
IT her attendance impracticable or inox- 
ledient, or who is excused tor sufficient 
easons by any competent court ot 
record. 


SEC. 2 For every wilful neglect ot each 


dnty, as prescribed by section 1 of this 
act, the person BO offending shall forfeit 
to the use ot the public Bohcota ol the 
>ity, town or district in which snob ohild 
nsraee, H sum not lees than 81 nor n ore 
ban 920 and costs of suit. 


BHO 3. The board of education in cities, 
owns, village and school districts and 
he board of school directors in school 
listriots may at their discretion appoint 
ne or more proper persons, whose duty 
t shall be to repoit all violations of this 
act in writing to snoh board ot education 
or board of directors, whose dnty it Bhall 
be when, in their opinion the evidence 
renders such action necessary, to notify 
n writing the parent or guardian that 
Btsoh Complaint has been made, and if 
anse be not shown within five days, to 
t once proceed against the responsible 
lersonaau hereby provided.

unidtbo, Jane 21.—A telegram bom 


Baa Fnnoieoo to-day announces the 
death of Senator Island Stanford. He 
passed away last night at bis Palo Alto 
reddeooe. Death wa*due to a compli- 
cation of organic trouble, which was not 
thought to be dangerous. The Senator 
wa* a prominent figure ia Cdifoniia aad 
National politics. E* was a philanthro- 
pist, and had done oonadarable to build 
np the educational intonate ot the west. 
The Senator established and liberally 
endowed the Lsland Stanford Uni- 
versity. He was bom in Albany county, 
N. T., March 9,1824, and practiced law 
m tbe New York emoit and supreme 
oonrts. He resided in Wisconsin until 
1863, when he weat to California to en- 
gage in business with his biothen at 
Sacramento and other points. He was a 
delegate to the National Bennblican con- 
vention in I860; we* elected governor ot 
California in 1861, serving until 1863. 
While president ot the Central Pacific 
Railway company be built the road over 
tbe mountain*, constructing 580 miles in 
293 days. He was largely interested in 
railroads, in agriculture and in manu- 
factures. He was elected to the United 
States Seneto as a Republican in place 
ot J. T. Farley, Democrat, and took his 
sest March 4, 1836. He was sleeted to 
succeed himself, and had be lived until 
1897, he would have been in the Senate 
12 years.
